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PREFACE 


The general Library of the Medical Officers of the Army had its origin in the 
year 1815, not long after the conclusion of the Peninsular War, At that time, 
by the desire of the Director-General (Sir James McGrizgor) the Medical Officers 
at all the Hospitals at home, and likewise at every quarter abroad where 
British Troops were stationed, formed themselves into little societies for the 
purchase of all recent works, 


It is very gratifying to the Medical Officers of the Army that so many Authors 
have presented their works to the Library; and, as will be observed by the 
Catalogue, they are, many of them, the most distinguished men in the Profession, 


(Extract from the Catalogue of 1838), 


The moves of the Library to Chatham then Netley and finally to the Royal 

Army Medical College at Millbank in 1907. These moves and the bombing of the 
library in World War II resulted in the loss or damage of many of the original 
volumes,
